Ottawa, Jan. 16.—In an address p= 
fore the Canadian club on the Meth- 
Achicvemenis end Character of 
the Japanese, Mr George Kennan, 4 
well known writes, who has spent two 
years in the Mikado’s kingdom, paid 
a high tribute to the dominen: yellow 
race of the Far Kast. ; 

Mr. Kennan described a number of 
remarkable achievements of the Jap- 
anese during the recent war with 
Russia to demonstrate their great <n. 
tellectual power, 

“In the art of war,” he proceed 
to say, “we Americans at the time 
the war with Spain were infants in 
arms, compared with the Japanese. | 
do not know how it may be with you 
in Canada, but we were not in this 
class at all, The conclusion at whieh 
I arrived after two years in Japan, 
was that in intellectual ability, in 
sheer thinking power, Japan will soon 
be equal to Germany, Great Britain, 
end the United States. In the matter 
of war, [ take off my hat to Japan. 
They are the most successful war mak- 
ers I have ever seen or read of, and 
the reason for it is that they devote! 
their really remarkable mental pow- 
ers for ten straight years to the art 
of war because they knew they would 
have to fight Russia.” 

Mr. Kennan said that he had been 
so favorably impressed with Japan 
that he hud been compelled to tell nis 
own countrymen that if they did not 
worship the dollar and = duty, 
loyalty and good citizenship more ne 
was afraid the time might come when 
the Oriental nation, which has recent-

The above verdict was rendered hy 
the corner’s ury yesterday afternoon 
in connection with the fiv? deaths 
which occured in the fatal fire of Fri- 
day morning, in which five people 
were burned to death, and as the re- 
sult of which another nas just died. 

The evidence during the afternoon 
was chiefly from medical men who 
performed the post mortem, Drs. 
Wright and Cameron. In the court 
room, was John Henderson, husband 
and father of the woman and children 
who perished in the disaster, as well 
as a brother and sister. The fathe 
wspecially feels keenly the blow that 
has robbed him of his entire family, 
but from his appearane?, he searcely 
realizes just what happened. In fact 
his mind is a blank and except when 
spoken to he is deep in thought. 

From the evidence of the médical 
men, it would appear that there is ab- 
solutely no ground for the belief that 
it was due to anything save suffoca- 
tion from smoke or burns from the 
fire, and according to medical: testi- 
mony, Mrs. Henderson was not sub- 
ect to uny ailment which might have 
caused her expiration at a critical 
moment. On the advice g° doctors, 
and the sanction of the jury however, 
the stomach of Mrs. Héndeison will 
be sent to the proyineial bacteriolgist 
tor analysis.
